atio ns fo r them av ailable.

at Co lumbus will be begun

Hitherto It has u su ally been held 
that before his marriag e to Frau lein 
v on Pu ttkamer, Bismarck had n o se­ 
riou s lov e affairs, bu t the n ew biog ra­ 
phy shows him in qu ite an other lig ht. 
Accordin g to Herr Marcks, Bismarck 
in the su mmer of 18 37, he then bein g 
22 an d holdin g the ran k of “g ov ern ­ 
men t referen dar” fell in lov e at Wies­ 
baden with the n iece of the En g lish 
“Du ke an d Du chess of C 
” 
The fair-haired En g lish g irl, whose 
su rn ame is g iv en ten tativ ely as “Ru s­ 
sell,” so fascin ated Bismarck that he 
forg ot his du ties, an d, withou t official 
leav e, followed the En g lish trav elers 
to Switzerlan d, so that two mon ths 
after he ou g ht to hav e been back at 
bis work he is fou n d writin g to his 
chief, Cou n t Boitzen bu rg , apolog izin g 
for his con du ct. 
Apparen tly the lov e 
affair w’en t as far as a formed en g ag e­ 
men t, an d why it en ded in n othin g 
does n ot appear. 
The in ciden t is cu ­ 
riou s in v iew of Bismarck's attitu de 
half a cen tu ry later to German s of 
hig h position who had married En ­ 
g lish wiv es. 
Bismarck’s secon d lov e affair, which 
occu rred at the beg in n in g of the '40s, 
was still more seriou s. Bismarck had 
then aban don ed the serv ice of the 
state an d was hard at work on his pa­ 
tern al estate. 
He fell deeply in lov e 
with Otillie v on Pu ttkamer, dau g hter 
of a well-to-do cou n try g en tleman of 
Pau sin , who Is n ot to be con fu sed 
with Johan n a v on Pu ttkamer, his fu ­ 
tu re wife. 
The proposed match was 
opposed by the lady ’s mother, bu t the 
attachmen t lasted, an d two y ears later 
Bismarck described it to a frien d as 
an “u n reason in g passion .” 
Bismarck’s father addressed an ap­ 
peal to Frau v on Pu ttkamer, which 
Herr Marcks ju dg es to hav e 
been 
written by Bismarck himself an d de­ 
scribes as the fu tu re statesman 's first 
essay in diplomacy .

Frau lein v on Pu ttkam er herself did 
n ot keep faith with Bismarck, who 
appears to hav e su ffered acu tely , an d 
sou g ht con solation in a jou rn ey to En ­ 
g lan d, Fran ce an d Switzerlan d.

After the battle 
of Can n ae, when Rome had to call ou t 
the last reserv e resou rces, a law* was 
passed forbiddin g an y woman to wear 
a particolored g armen t or to ride in a 
chariot ex cept for relig iou s pu rposes. 
Later, when prosperity had retu rn ed 
en d the Roman women v ery n atu rally 
wished to resu me their fin ery an d to 
driv e abou t in their chariots, they per­ 
su aded two of the tribu n es to propose 
a repeal of the law, an d u sed other 
m ethods so v iolen t th at Liv y declared 
th at the matron s were kept at home 
n either by persu asion , modesty n or the 
au thority of their 
hu sban ds. 
They 
blocked u p all the approaches to the 
foru m, importu n in g men to v ote for 
the restoration of their rig hts. 
Cato was the leader of the party 
opposed to them, an d u sed the most 
u n g allan t lan g u ag e con cern in g their 
au daciou s attempt to in terfere with 
politics; an d he su ms u p his remon ­ 
stran ce in the sen ten ce, “As soon as 
they hav e beg u n to be y ou r 
equ als 
they will be y ou r su periors!” 
Amer­ 
ican women hav e already attain ed that 
position withou t castin g a ballot, 
The Roman women wen t so far as 
to org an ize the con v en tu s matron aru m, 
or little sen ate, as it was called, hold­ 
ing meetin g s o n the Qu irin al an d set­ 
tlin g questio ns of dress, preceden ce 
an d the u se o f carriag es.

It is a weird experience, de­ 
clares A. M. Scott, in “Through Fin- 
and,” to sit for the first time upon a 
veranda at midnight and read a news­ 
paper, or to walk home from a res­ 
taurant at I o’clock in the morning 
and to see people still gossiping at the 
street corners or strolling along the 
promenades under a bright, clear sky. 
A spirit of rest and peace is over 
all the earth. 
The sky is bright, not 
with the fiery brilliancy of noon, but 
with a tender, gentle radiance. 
The 
colors of the landscape have become 
softened but abt blended. 
There are 
no shadows save for a week or two 
in June, when the bright northern sky 
at midnight projects faint, ghost like 
shadows toward the south. 
The sun 
just dips below' the horizon and no 
more. 
There is no division between 
the sunset and the dawn; the same 
rosy flush serves for both. 
Summer in Finland is, in fact, one 
long day. Never a star is to be seen; 
and when the first faint star glimmers 
in the south it is a sign that the 
summer is past, and that the autumn 
frosts have arrived. 
The long light has a marvelous ef­ 
fect 
upon 
vegetation, 
forcing its 
growth at hothouse pace. 
The “white 
nights” account both for the sudden­ 
ness of the burgeoning and for the in­ 
tensity of the heat. 
Land and water 
have no time to cool. 
One cannot fail 
to be struck with the enormous size of 
the foliage upon the oak and hawthorn 
trees as compared to that to which 
we are accustomed. 
Botanists have 
explained this as being due to the 
larger supply of light. 
It has some­ 
times been suggested that we may has­ 
ten the harvests by the use of artificial 
lights. 
Nature herself does this for 
the Finnish farmer.

Hard Struggle. 


THE CASE ON AT INDIANAPOLIS 


Just What Constitutes a "Small Dose” 


of the Preservative Drug Has Never 


Yet Been Determined, According to 


an Expert From the Harvard Medic­ 


al School—Case of Food Manufactur- 


ers Against the Indiana State Board 


of Health and Food Commissioner 


Attracting Much Attention. 


Indianapolis, Jan. 11.—In the hear- \ 
ing before Edward Daniels, m aster in j 
chancery of the federal court here in j 
the case of the state of Indiana against j 
Curtis 
Brothers company and Wil­ 
liams Brothers company, Dr. Otto Fo- 
lin, professor of bacteriological chem- j 
istry in Harvard medical school, was 
an important witness. 
This is the 
case in which the two companies, food 
manufacturers, seek to prevent H. E. 
Barnard, state food and drug commis­ 
sioner. and the state board of health 
from enforcing a rule against the sale 
in Indiana of food products containing 
benzoate of soda. 
Dr. Folin is the or­ 
iginator of many of the methods used 
by the federal referee board in making 
its tests to ascertain the effects of the 
use of benzoate of soda. 
This referee board, which was ap­ 
pointed during the Roosevelt adminis­ 
tration. made a series of tests on six 
young men with foodstuffs containing 
benzoate, and reported in favor of per­ 
mitting the use of the stuff, holding 
that it was not injurious to health. 
Dr. H. W. Wiley, government chemist, 
had previously held that it was harm ­ 
ful and that it should 
not be used. 
Toward the close of his direct exam­ 
ination Dr. Folin made the statement 
that in his opinion benzoate of soda in 
small doses, taken in food by a healthy 
adult, was not injurious to health. 
He 
confined his opinion to condiments, 
however, and not to the general run of 
food. 
“But,” he said, “it has never yet 
been determined just what amount of 
benzoate of soda constitutes a small 
dose.” 
This statement was regarded by the 
representatives of the state as im­ 
portant, because it left open the ques­ 
tion as to the amount of benzoate 
which would be injurious to health. 
The state health authorities take the 
position that no amount of benzoate is 
permissible in foodstuffs.

Th rout; h the W ilderness. 
A famous Canadian guide of whom 
his friends assert that you could take 
him up in a balloon blindfolded and 
drop him into the middle of the wil­ 
derness and he would find his w'ay out, 
w'as asked by a New York hunter not 
long ago how he did it. 
"Is it true,” said the New Y'ork man, 
“that you can find your w'ay back to 
camp every time and in the straight­ 
est line possible?" 
“That’s what they say,” 
admitted 
the old guide, “and,” he added half 
apologetically, "I should be ashamed 
of m yself if it wasn’t pretty close to 
the truth.” 
"How do you do it?” 
“Well, sometimes 
I know 
pretty 
well where I am—I mean, in a gen­ 
eral way—and I feel the direction of 
the camp or whatever place it is I 
want to reach. 
You know' that is an 
entirely different 
proposition 
from 
merely getting out of a forest or a 
section of country. 
The man who 
doesn’t know’ where he or anything 
else is can always follow the streams 
and get somew'here some tim e if he 
holds out long enough. 
“But that is a different .matter from 
taking an objective point, even imag­ 
inary, and then going straight through 
the wilderness to th at point. 
Perhaps 
not many guides them selves can do 
th a t w ith absolute success, though it 
seem s a very simple thing to me.” 
“Do you mean that you can hold a 
perfectly 
straight 
course, 
through 
thick w'oods and across broken country 
without a compass or 
sunlight 
to 
guide?” 
“As straight a course as could be 
followed in such country. 
“What is your guide, the moss or 
growth on the shaded side of 
tree 
trunks?” 
“No. 
That’s not to be depended on. 
Som etim es the dampness collects on 
the north side of a tree, sometimes on 
the east side, som etim es on another 
slant. 
You can’t depend on It, for it 
may be one where currents of air and 
relative positions of tree and of water 
are reversed. 
“But there is one thing which in 
any general stretch of country is in­ 
fallible. 
That is the inclination of the 
trees. 
Every section has its prevail­ 
ing wind. If you know what is the pre­ 
vailing wind of the region where you 
are. it seem s to me that anybody with 
half an eye ought to be able to hold 
a straight course. 
“Of course, you won’t find the trees 
in thick woods bending at a decided 
angle as you will find those on ex­ 
posed ground. But if you observe care­ 
fully you will detect enough variation 
from a straight perpendicular to keep 
you going true. 
That’s the secret of 
my sense of direction, and it’s a se­ 
cret every man in 
the 
woods 
can 
share.”— New' York Sun.

The 
rush to the land, the bumper crop, 
the system of summer fallowing pur­ 
sued in the semi-arid districts, were 
all discussed, and then, with a sort of 
apologetic smile, the Iowa man said: 
"I'm a bit interested in this country 
myself. 
Some of the men down home 
got a few sections up here along this 
line, and I’m going to have a look at 
them. 
Never been up in Canada 
be­ 
fore” (it is curious how these mid- 
Western 
Americans 
pronounce 
the 
name of the Dominion as if it was 
"Can’dy”), "but if it looks good we 
will be up to stay nex t fall.” 
"You see, it’s like this,” said the 
man from Iowa, quite manifestly con­ 
tinuing an argument that had been 
going on in his mind for some time. 
"Back in our State land has become 
dear. 
Anybody wanting to sell can 
get $ 70 or $ 80 an acre for it, and ev­ 
ery farm that’s offered is snapped up. 
In Saskatchewan we have just as good 
land that cost us $ 11 and $ 12, so that 
a man can take up five or six times as 
much there as in Iowa on the same in 
vestment of money. 
"It isn’t the 
money, though, that 
brings most of us up from Iowa. 
I’m 
not sure that money wmuld be enough. 
The ’invasion’ is a family affair. 
We 
have no chance of keeping our sons 
around us back home. 
They have to 
leave the farm and go Into the big 
cities of the neighboring States to get 
work. 
To keep them on the farm and 
in touch with us, we come up here 
and make little colonies with the chil­ 
dren around us, on homesteads 
or 
bought land. 
This makes it easier for 
the farmers back there in Iowa to get 
land for the stay-at-homes. 
The fami­ 
lies that come to Canada are kept to­ 
gether and the families that buy the 
farms they leave are kept together, 
too. 
There won’t be any slackening 
of the rush, either, for they still raise 
big families back in Iowa.” 
One could almost see the 
mental 
process of this typical American farm­ 
er in defending a step that meant a 
new flag, a new allegiance, a new’ land, 
and new associates. To abandon "Old 
Glory” and the Declaration of 
Inde­ 
pendence for a good thing in cheap 
land would hardly be 
playing 
the 
game, but to go out into Saskatche­ 
wan to "keep the family together” was 
another and a quite higher motive. 
Why seek too closely to analyze the 
reasons for the greatest land trek in 
the history of America? It is enough to 
know’ what the sons of the frontiers­ 
men of low’a, and Kansas, and Minne­ 
sota—the best blood of the mid-West 
•—are pouring into the Canadian West 
in an ever-increasing stream, and are 
learning that "God Save the King” and 
"My Country, ’Tis of Thee,” are sung 
to the same tune.—Toronto (Ontario) 
Globe.

The commission could regulate rates 
as it chose and there would be prac 
tically the same effect as if there was 
no combination and the government 
would not be compelled to institute 
proceedings against each different line.
